Don't forget that Saturday is election 
day. Because of the light turnout ex 
peeled over the state on this election 
that will decide the fate of six am e n d ­ 
ments to Our state constitution, it is im­ 
portant that everyone make a n extra 
e.fort to vote. 
The will of the people 
should b e expressed on each of these 


issues. 


It will not take but a few minutes 
of your time Saturday to exercise your 
right to be heard by voting. 


Saturday is also opening day for 
hunters as the Deer, Turkey and Quail 
seasons will open then over most of the 
state. This weekend will be a particularly 
hazardous period according to the Texas 
Safety Association who claim that 'texas 
hunters this year outnumber American 
soldiers in Viet Nam almost two to one. 


The Association has issued a special 
"Field Alert" calling for caution rn the 
handling and shooting of firearms. 


Approximately 
one 
million 
Texas 
sportsmen are expected to take to the 
woods this year in search of surplus 
game, they noted. This is an increase of 
several thousand hunters over last year 
and calls for the exercise of full self­ 
control. 


As 
a 
hunter 
moves 
cautiously 
through a field, all his senses are focused 
on locating and bagging his game, and 
unless he is in lull control ol himself, he 
is likely to blast aw ay at the slightest 
movement or sound. 


The safety organization noted that 
each year many hunters are killed when 
they are mistaken for a deer, a quail, or 
even a rabbit. "Blind" shooting at sounds 
in deep underbrush 
is the sign of a 
dangerous "greenhorn." A hunter should 
fire only when he has positively identi­ 
fied his target a s legal game. 


Hunters, 
except duck hunters in 
blinds, should w ear bright red or yellow 
caps and jackets to make identification 
easier for other hunters. 


Before shooting, 
a hunter 
should 
make sure that no one is in his zone of 
fire. This is particularly true when bunt­ 
ine in underbrush as bullets fired from 
high-powered rifles travel great distances. 


In "bird" hunting, accidents occur 
as the hunter 
swings to shoot birds 
flushing to the right or left. All hunters 
in a group should stay abreast of each 
other. Those in the center should fire 
only at gam e 
that is straight ahead. 
G am e to the side should be taken by the 
hunter on that flank. 


So if you are a hunter please be 
careful. The only kind of a hunt that you 
can enjoy is a safe one.
